by making examples of the cruel, 
just as it cap by propagands 
work. Indsed, we think there 
are many who ill-treat animals 
in Hongkong who would psy far 
more heed to the imposition of « 
fine, with or withont imprison- 
ment, ‘than they would to any 
measure of purely educative 
work. Howaver, that is by the 
way.
